MEDICAL  OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  1948 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948, 

The  Registrar-General’s  Estimate  of  the  civilian  population  of  the  borough 
for  the  year  showed  a  slight  increase — 85,800  as  compared  with  84,240  in  1947. 

The  death  rate  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  crude  rate  being 
14.82  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  the  corrected  rate  11.71  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

The  infantile  death  rate  also  was  lower  than  the  previous  year,  being  35  per 
1000  live  births,  as  compared  with  42  in  1947.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  34  per  1000  live  births. 

The  birth  rate  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  being  13.60  per  1000 
of  the  population. 

Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  1948.  This  was  a  child  who 
had  been  immunised  and  who  made  a  complete  recovery.  Immunisation  against 
this  disease  has  been  continued  actively  throughout  the  year  by  the  general  prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  town,  at  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics,  and  at  special 
clinics  held  at  Church  Street  for  this  purpose.  At  the  close  of  the  year  91.64% 
of  the  school  children  were  protected,  and  62.52%  of  the  children  under  school  age. 

This  year  will  remain  outstanding  as  the  year  when  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July  5th.  It  seems  necessary  to  record  any  effects 
which  the  terms  of  this  Act  have  had  or  may  have  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  School  Medical  Service. 

County  Councils  and  County  Borough  Councils  are  regarded  as  “  Local 
Health  Authorities  ”  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  services  required  under 
Part  HI  of  the  Act ;  for  this  purpose  the  Health  Committee  was  given  the  task  of 
preparing  and  operating  schemes  under  the  sections  which  deal  with  the  services 
to  be  provided. 

The  Committee  was  asked  to  consider  and  approve  schemes  dealing  with 
the  following  services  : — Mental  Health,  The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 
Domiciliary  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing,  the  Prevention  of  Illness 
and  After  Care  of  persons  discharged  from  hospital,  a  Domestic  Help  Service, 
Ambulance  Service  and  Immunisation  against  disease. 
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All  these  schemes  were  passed  by  the  committee  and  forwarded  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  approval.  After  some  minor  adjustments  the  schemes 
were  approved  and  now  form  the  basis  for  the  services  provided  under  these  headings. 

Fortunately  the  Health  Committee  throughout  the  years  had  so  ft»r  developed 
their  social  services  that  a  large  part  of  the  services  demanded  under  the  Act  were 
already  in  existence,  as  for  example  their  schemes  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
the  efficient  and  comprehensive  health  visitor  service,  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal 
services,  the  arrangements  for  domiciliary  and  institutional  midwifery,  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  services  and  clinics,  and  a  domestic  help  service. 

Home  nursing  was  being  ably  carried  out  by  the  Southport  and  Birkdale 
District  Nursing  Society,  an  organisation  which  readily  entered  into  an  arrangement 
with  the  Health  Authority  to  continue  under  the  terms  of  the  Act,  and  an  Ambulance 
Service  which,  though  dealing  only  with  a  part  of  the  work,  served  as  a  nucleus 
from  which  the  present  service  has  developed. 

One  service  which  was  formerly  completely  outside  the  province  of  the 
department  is  the  Mental  Health  Service,  a  Service  designed  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  all  persons  residing  in  the  community  who  may  be  suffering  from 
mental  illness  or  mental  deficiency.  The  staff  of  the  service  have  a  duty  to  look 
after  such  persons  while  they  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  to  arrange  for 
hospital  treatment  when  this  need  arises. 

On  July  5th  the  following  hospitals  belonging  to  the  Corporation  were 
transferred  to  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  : — The  New  Hall  Isolation 
Hospital  and  Sanatorium,  The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital,  The  Fleet- 
wood  Road  Hospital  and  the  Victoria  Home,  and  the  V.D.  and  Skin  Department 
and  Hospital  in  Pilkington  Road.  The  St.  Katharine’s  Maternity  Home  which  was 
held  by  the  Corporation  on  lease  from  the  St.  Katharine’s  Home  Voluntary  Com¬ 
mittee  was  also  transferred  to  the  Board. 

The  local  authority  agreed  to  continue  the  administration  and  staffing  of 
these  hospitals  as  agents  of  the  Board  until  the  end  of  the  year,  so  that  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  there  was  little  change  in  the  procedure  and  work  as  far  as 
the  Health  Department  was  concerned. 

Certain  Clinics  which  hitherto  had  been  the  responsibility  of  the  local  autho¬ 
rity  were  also  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  These  included  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  attached  to  the  maternity  hospitals ;  the  Post-Natal  Clinic,  the 
V.D.  Clinics,  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  and  one  Ophthalmic  Clinic  attached  to  the 
School  Medical  Service. 

Despite  the  difficulties  and  detailed  administrative  work  which  were  entailed 
in  the  re-organisation,  the  work  of  the  various  departments  continued  steadily  and 
satisfactorily. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  difficult 
year  by  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  department  and  the  hospitals,  and  at  the 
same  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  consideration.

Population. — The  Registrar- General’s  Estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
middle  of  1948  is  85,800.  The  comparable  figure  for  the  middle  of  1947  was  84,240. 

Birth  Rate. — The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
1948  was  1167.  Of  these  582  were  males  and  585  females.  The  birth  rate  for  the 
year  was  13.60  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  civilian  population.  79  (7%)  of  the  births 
were  illegitimate.  The  number  of  still  births  registered  was  28,  giving  a  rate  of 
0.33  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  0.42  for 
England  and  Wales. 


Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  occurring  amongst  the  residents  of  the 
town  was  1,272.  Of  these  566  were  in  respect  of  males  and  706  females.  The 
crude  death  rate  for  the  year  was  14.82  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population.

Medical  Staff. — The  whole- time  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Departrtient 
and  School  Medical  Service  remained  the  same  as  in  the  pervious  year,  viz..  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  his  deputy.  Dr.  Wishart  and  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Anna  Davison.  Dr.  Black  who  was  appointed  as  Clinical  Medical 
Officer  to  the  New  Hall  Hospital  and  Santorium  in  March,  1947,  continued  in 
that  position  until  the  end  of  February,  1948,  when  he  resigned  and  went  to  America. 
Dr.  E.  K.  Quigley  was  appointed  in  his  place  and  commenced  duty  on  the  2nd 
July,  1948. 

Dr.  J.  N.  Matthews  was  appointed  as  half-time  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Mental  Health  Service  for  the  town  and  commenced  his  duties  on  the  1st 
December,  1948. 

As  a  result  of  discussions  which  took  place  between  the  department  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Dr.  Quigley  was  transferred 
to  the  service  of  the  Board  and  is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Health  Committee’s 
staff,  although  his  time  is  allocated  to  the  extent  of  3/llths  in  respects  of  the 
District  Tuberculosis  Service,  which  still  remains  a  responsibility  of  the  local 
authority.  An  appropriate  payment  for  this  service  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  accepted  as  the  Clinical 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  New  Hall,  an  arrangement 
which  greatly  facihtates  the  procedure  of  admission  and  discharge  of  infectious 
cases  and  the  general  control  of  infectious  disease  in  the  town.  An  allocation  of  the 
Deputy’s  salary  is  made  for  these  services  and  is  paid  to  the  Local  Authority  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Similarly,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  accepted  as  Consultant 
in  regard  to  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  admitted  to  the  New  Hall  Hospital,  although 
as  far  as  the  district  cases  are  concerned  the  specialist  appointed  for  consultation 
is  Dr.  Christie  of  the  Fazakerly  Hospital,  Liverpool.  In  regard  to  the  services  rend¬ 
ered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  New  Hall  Isolation  Hospital,  payment 
is  made  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  the  Local  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities. — Specimens  for  pathological  examination  continue 
to  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  the  Southport  Infirmary,  and  samples  of  food  and 
drugs  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  the  City  Analyst  of  Liverpool  who  also  holds 
the  position  of  Public  Analyst  for  Southport. 


The  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  milk  and  water  supplies  of  the  County 
Borough  and  also  of  samples  of  food  are  carried  out  by  the  Liverpool  City  bacteri¬ 
ologist  by  arrangement  with  the  Liverpool  City  Authority. 


Private  Nursing  Homes. — There  are  14  Private  Nursing  Homes  registered 
in  the  Borough  and  10  of  these  take  maternity  cases.  During  the  year  the  Supervisor 
of  Nursing  Homes  made  85  visits  of  inspection.

Persons  in  receipt  of  weekly  grants 
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On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  National  Assistance  Act  came  into  operation,  and  all 
persons  in  receipt  of  financial  assistance  were  taken  over  by  the  Assistance  Board. 
Prior  to  the  5th  July  the  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind,  together  with  the  Pensions 
Officer  of  the  Assistance  Board  visited  all  blind  persons  in  the  Borough  receiving 
financial  assistance  under  the  Blind  Persons’  Act. 

The  Blind  Persons’  Act  Committee  terminated  its  duties  when  the  newly 
formed  Social  Welfare  Services  Committee  came  into  operation.  This  Committee 
has  now  taken  over  the  supervision  of  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

Three  blind  men  are  employed  in  industry  and  two  men  as  Piano  Tuners.  One 
female  is  employed  as  a  shorthand- typist. 

Classes  are  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  27  Hoghton  Street  every  Monday 
and  Thursday  afternoon  from  1-30  p.m.  until  4  p.m.  Instruction  is  given  in  Braille 
reading  and  writing.  Moon- type  reading  and  also  Typewriting. 

Social  Activities. — Outings  for  the  Blind  are  organiaed  by  the  Welfare  Officer 
during  the  summer  months  and  small  parties  are  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre  during 
the  winter.  An  Annual  New  Year’s  Party  was  held  when  180  blind  persons  and 
friends  attended. 

The  Blind  are  provided  with  wireless  sets  from  the  “  British  Wireless  for 
the  Blind  Fund,”  the  local  Welfare  Committee  making  themselves  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  sets. 

Thanks  are  again  extended  to  the  Transport  Committee  who  provide  free 
bus  passes  for  the  Blind  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  report  the  death  of  Miss  Margaret  Allen  Mace, 
on  the  10th  May,  1948.  Although  sightless  herself,  she  devoted  the  whole  of  her 
life  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  a  work  which  she  did  voluntarily  for  28  years. 


Riding  Establishments  Act,  1939. — The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  prevent 
the  ill-treatment  of  horses  used  in  riding  establishments,  and  for  this  purpose 
local  authorities  are  given  power  to  appoint  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon  to 
inspect  such  premises.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  were  considered  by  the  Health 
Committee  early  in  1948  and  it  was  decided  that  Mr.  H.  R.  Hewetson  should  be 
appointed  to  carry  out  necessary  inspection  on  behalf  of  this  local  authority. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Hewetson  made  visits  of  inspection  to  nine  riding  establish¬ 
ments  and  all  the  reports  on  the  premises  were  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  HOSPITALS 

Under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  the  Corporation 
Hospitals  mentioned  below  were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  5th 
July,  1948,  and  as  from  that  date  the  Health  Committee  ceased  to  have  any  respon¬ 
sibility  for  these  establishments. 

In  August,  1947,  however,  a  circular  had  been  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
stating  that  as  the  Management  Committees  would  not  be  formed  until  the  New 
Year,  it  would  be  of  great  assistance  if  local  authorities  would  carry  on  any  centralized 
administration  in  connection  with  the  hospitals  for  a  period  of  nine  months  to  the 
31st  March,  1949  on  an  agency  basis.  The  Council  agreed  to  this  proposal  and  the 
centralized  administration  of  the  Corporation  Hospitals,  therefore,  was  still 
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dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department  after  the  5th  July,  1948.  It  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  that  four  members  of  the  clerical  staff  had  been  scheduled  for  transfer  to  the 
Local  Hospital  Management  Committee,  but  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital 
Board  agreed  that  during  the  period  of  the  Agency  arrangements  these  Officers 
should  continue  to  work  at  the  Health  Department. 

The  Southport  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  held  their  first 
meeting  at  the  Promenade  Hospital  on  the  21st  May,  1948. 

Towards  the  end  of  1948  the  Management  Committee  found  that  they  were 
in  a  position  to  assume  responsibihty  for  the  centralized  administration  of  the 
Corporation  Hospitals,  and  the  Agency  arrangements  were  terminated  on  the  31st 
December,  1948. 

1 .  New  Hall  Hospital. — This  hospital  has  accommodation  for  92  in-patients 
in  the  Isoladon  Wards  and  36  in-patients  in  the  Sanatorium.  22  of  the  Sanatorium 
beds  are  in  wards  and  14  in  huts.  A  scheme  for  the  replacement  of  these  huts  by 
a  new  ward  block  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939,  but  owing  to  the 
out-break  of  war  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

2.  Fleetwood  Road  Hospital. — This  hospital  exists  for  the  accommodation 
of  aged  and  chronic  sick  persons  and  65  beds  are  normally  provided  for  this  purpose. 

3.  The  Victoria  Home — provides  an  additional  25  beds  for  the  care  of  female 
aged  and  chronic  sick  persons.  The  difficulty  of  providing  accommodation  in  the 
borough  for  this  type  of  patient  continued,  and  the  total  number  of  beds  available 
was  quite  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 

4.  The  V.D.  and  Skin  Hospital. — This  hospital,  in  addition  to  a  large  out¬ 
patient  department,  provides  11  beds  for  the  treatment  of  specific  diseases  and  12 
cots  for  children  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  skin. 

5.  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital. — The  accommodation  pro¬ 
vided  at  this  hospital  is  26  beds,  and  in  addition  a  four-bed  ward  is  used  as  a  nursery. 
A  department  where  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  is  also  available  and  used  to  the 
fullest  extent. 

6.  St.  Katharine’s  Maternity  Hospital. — Since  early  in  1945  the  Corp¬ 
oration  has  rented  this  building  from  the  St.  Katharine’s  Home  Committee  for 
use  as  a  maternity  hospital  and  15  beds  are  provided. 


Booking  Arrangements  for  Maternity  Hospitals. — During  the  war  years 
when  the  two  Maternity  Hospitals  were  being  used  at  Red  House  and  St.  Katharine’s, 
in  addition  to  the  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital,  all  the  bookings  were 
made  at  the  latter-mentioned  establishment.  When  a  booking  was  made  the  mother 
was  informed  that,  although  accommodation  at  a  specific  hospital  could  not  be 
guaranteed,  every  effort  would  be  made  to  admit  her  to  the  hospital  she  preferred. 
In  addition  all  mothers  were  required  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  held  at  the 
Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital  as  it  was  not  possible  to  organise  similar 
clinics  at  either  of  the  emergency  maternity  hospitals  referred  to  above.  For  the 
purpose  of  bookings  only,  therefore,  the  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital  was 
considered  as  the  parent  hospital  and  mothers  were  admitted  to  any  of  the  three 
establishments  concerned  in  accordance  with  the  beds  available  at  the  time. 
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Following  the  termination  of  the  Evacuation  Scheme  the  Health  Committee 
took  over  St.  Katharine’s  and  the  bookings  were  still  done  at  the  Christiana  Hartley 
Maternity  Hospital  for  both  establishments,  but  it  was  found  that  the  temporary 
arrangements  made  during  the  war  years  were  not  working  entirely  satisfactorily 
in  the  more  normal  conditions  then  prevailing.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
distribution  of  patients  between  the  two  hospitals  was  frequently  very  uneven  causing 
over-crowding  in  one  establishment  whilst  the  other  hospital  had  only  a  small 
number  of  cases.  In  addition  as  all  the  patients  had  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  at  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital  the  nursing  staff  ac  St.  Katharine’s 
had  no  means  of  making  prior  contact  with  any  case  admitted  to  their  hospital. 

In  1948,  therefore,  it  was  decided  that  all  the  maternity  bookings  should  be 
done  by  the  Health  Department  and  that  cases  for  St.  Katharine’s  should  attend 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  held  at  44  Hoghton  Street,  where  members  of  the  senior 
nursing  staff  of  that  hospital  would  be  available  to  meet  their  own  patients. 

Since  the  1st  July  when  the  new  booking  arrangements  came  into  operation, 
the  scheme  has  worked  very  well  and  has  overcome  the  difficulties  which  previously 
existed.

*  Further  information  concerning  these  hospitals  is  shown  in  Part  VI  of  this  report 
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Hospital  Ambulance  Service. — Up  to  the  5th  July  the  ambulance  belonging 
to  the  Corporation  and  stationed  at  New  Hall  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  continued  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  In  this  period  265  cases  were  dealt 
with,  the  mileage  being  2,577. 

On  the  5th  July  this  vehicle  was  transferred  to  the  Town’s  Ambulance  depot 
in  Manchester  Road,  by  agreement  with  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


OTHER  HOSPITALS 

Southport  Infirmary. — A  general  hospital  service  continued  to  be  provided 
by  the  Southport  Infirmary,  and,  in  addition  to  the  various  out-patients’  depart¬ 
ments,  accommodation  was  available  for  156  bed-patients. 

I 

The  Corporation  had  an  arrangement  with  the  Infirmary  Board  for  the  treat- 
emtn  of  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis,  and  this  continued  until  the  5th  July,  when 
under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  all  powers  to  provide 
hospital  services  were  vested  in  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Ormskirk  County  Hospital. — During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the 
Health  Committee  continued  to  be  responsible  for  arrangements  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  all  sick  persons  requiring  relief  in  Public  Assistance  Establishments. 
As  there  was  no  hospital  available  in  the  borough  for  this  type  of  patient  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  admission  of  these  patients  to 
the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital  continued  in  force.  Patients  suffering  from  mental 
infirmity  and  certified  under  the  Lunacy  or  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  were  admitted 
to  suitable  institutions  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 


CANCER  ACT,  1939 


This  Act  required  every  County  Council  and  County  Borough  Council  in 
England  and  Wales  to  make  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  cancer  and  the  scheme  for  Southport  came  into  operation  on  the  13th 
September,  1947. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Service,  the  Corporation  became  a  participating 
authority  with  the  Liverpool  Cancer  Control  Organisation  so  that  in  addition  to 
the  facilities  provided  at  the  Southport  Infirmary,  all  the  specialist  and  institutional 
services  connected  with  the  Liverpool  Radium  Institute  and  other  associated  hospitals 
are  available  for  Southport  patients.  The  Corporation  also  agreed  that  treatment 
provided  under  the  Act  should  be  free  of  charge  to  all  patients  except  in  those 
cases  where  accommodation  in  a  private  ward  was  requested. 

Up  to  the  5  th  July  102  Southport  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  at  the  various 
hospitals  associated  with  the  area  scheme  and  120  cases  attended  as  out-patients. 
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The  Corporation’s  responsibility  for  the  scheme  ceased  on  the  5th  July,  when 
all  hospitals  were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  terms  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


HEALTH  CENTRES 

Under  the  terms  of  Section  21  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  a  new  duty 
was  placed  on  Local  Health  Authorities  to  provide,  equip,  staff  and  maintain 
buildings  to  be  called  Health  Centres.  These  centres  will  be  used  by  the  family 
doctors  and  also  for  the  provision  of  dental  and  pharmaeutical  facilities,  and  certain 
of  the  services  to  be  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  such  as  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  addition.  Specialists  and  Out-Patient  Services 
may  be  provided  in  conjunction  with  the  local  hospitals.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
that  the  centres  will  enable  the  various  branches  of  the  Health  Service  to  be  brought 
into  close  relationship  with  each  other,  i.e.^  the  Preventive  and  Welfare  Work  of  the 
Local  Authorities,  the  Curative  Work  of  the  Family  Doctors  and  Dentists  and  the 
Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

In  the  first  instance.  Local  Health  Authorities  were  asked  to  submit  their  pro¬ 
posals  for  the  establishment  of  Health  Centres  not  later  than  the  end  of  1947,  but 
this  instruction  was  subsequently  cancelled.  Early  in  1948,  the  Minister  of  Health 
issued  further  information  on  the  subject,  and  Local  Authorities  were  informed 
that  due  to  the  impossibility  of  new  building  programmes  being  commenced,  and 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  intensive  research  would  be  necessary  before  the 
project  could  be  developed,  it  was  not  expected  that  Authorities  would  normally 
be  able  to  submit  any  proposals  for  the  time  being.  The  Minister  of  Health  also 
stated  that  when  he  considered  it  was  appropriate  he  would  inform  Local  Authorities 
of  the  date  by  which  their  proposals  for  Health  Centres  should  be  submitted. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Notification  of  Births. — During  1948,  290  births  were  notified  by  doctors, 
and  1,063  by  Mid-Wives,  making  a  total  of  1,353  for  the  year.  These  figures  include 
973  births  occurring  in  the  Maternity  Hospitals.  There  were  26  still-births  during 
the  year,  leaving  a  total  of  1,327  live  births  as  compared  with  1.555  in  the  previous 
year. 


Ante-Natal  Service. — During  the  year  four  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held 
each  week  at  the  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Hospital,  these  being  conducted 
by  Mr.  N.  E.  Laurence,  the  Obstetrician  in  charge  of  the  Hospital.  In  addition  a 
weekly  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  at  44  Hoghton  Street  and  this  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  A.  1.  Davison,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Up  to  the  30th  June 
the  Chnics  at  44  Hoghton  Street  were  used  by  domiciliary  cases  only,  but  as  from 
the  1st  July  cases  who  had  booked  for  St.  Katharine’s  Maternity  Hospital  also 
attended.  As  explained  in  another  section  of  the  Report  this  arrangement  was  made 
when  the  booking  system  was  revised. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  difficulty  was  being  experienced  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  number  of  mothers  attending  at  Dr.  Davison’s  Clinics  and  it  was 
necessary  to  arrange  for  an  additional  weekly  session  to  be  held  at  44  Hoghton  Street 
to  meet  the  increased  demand.  It  was  decided  that  the  additional  Clinic  should 
be  conducted  by  Miss  McAleavy,  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  and  the  first  session 
was  held  on  the  22nd  December,  1948.  It  was  also  arranged  that  on  her  first  visit 
the  mother  should  be  seen  by  the  Doctor,  thereafter  making  alternative  visits  to 
the  Nurses’  and  Doctors’  Clinics  at  weekly  intervals.

Post-Natal  Service. — AU  mothers  who  have  not  made  arrangements  to  be 
examined  by  their  own  doctor  are  invited  to  attend  the  Post-Natal  Clinic,  which  is 
held  each  week  at  44  Hoghton  Street.  This  clinic  is  conducted  by  Mr.  Laurence, 
the  Obstetric  Specialist,  and  292  mothers  attended  during  1948.  In  addition,  263 
re-visits  were  made,  making  a  total  of  555  visits  for  the  year. 


As  from  the  5th  July,  when  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation, 
the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  assumed  responsibility  for  the  services  of 
Mr.  Laurence  at  this  clinic. 


Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  six  centres  in  the  town  and,  in  addition 
to  the  normal  work,  each  Centre  distributes  the  dried  milk  and  vitamin 
foods  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Clerical  and  other  assistance  is  provided 
by  the  Voluntary  Child  Welfare  Committee,  which  continues  to  provide  valuable 
services  for  the  infant  welfare  work  of  the  town.  On  August  11th  the  Centre  at 
High  Park  returned  from  its  war-time  temporary  premises  in  the  Schoolroom  of 
Norwood  Avenue  Baptist  Church  to  Poulton  Road.

Prior  to  the  5th  July  the  Centres  were  provided  under  the  ordinary  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  powers  of  the  Authority,  but  since  then  they  have  been  administer¬ 
ed  under  the  terms  of  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  579  attendances  at  the  Welfare 
Centres. 

The  Voluntary  Committee  also  carried  out  the  local  organisation  in  connection 
with  a  National  Parentcraft  Competition  which  was  held  during  the  year.  This 
Competition  wis  open  to  all  the  mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centres  throughout 
the  country  and  the  standard  of  the  work  submitted  by  Southport  was  very  high, 
resulting  in  the  award  of  tix^^  second  highest  mark  together  with  a  Silver  Challenge 
Cup.  There  is  lo  doubt  that  LV«e  efforts  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  contributed 
very  largely  to  the  success  and  sincere  appreciaU'ox..  -it,  ^-q  them  for  the  interest 
and  help  they  gave  to  the  mothers  attending  the  centres. 

Maternity  Dental  Clinic.— This  clinic  is  held  at  2  Church  Street  and  there 
are  two  sessions  each  week  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothep,  and  children  un  er 
5  years  of  age  who  are  not  attending  primary  schools  maintained  by  the  Local 

Education  Authority. 

When  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  5th  July 
the  Minister  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  whilst  a  guarantee  was  given  that  ordinary 
patients  should  receive  medical  treatment  no  similar  undertaking  was  made  with 
regard  to  dental  treatment.  In  view  of  the  harm  which  can  be  caused  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  by  oral  disease,  a  duty  was  placed  on  Loca 
Health  Authorities,  under  section  22,  to  provide  a  dental  service  for  such  persons. 

It  should  be  mentioned,  however,  that  a  service  of  this  kind  had  been  provided 
in  Southport  for  many  years,  and  it  was  not  necessary,  therefore,  to  make  any  special 
arrangements  in  this  respect  when  the  new  Act  was  introduced. 

During  the  year  76  patients  made  374  attendances,  and  the  following  statement 
shows  the  work  done  at  the  clinic : —

The  Day  Nurseries  were  originally  intended  for  the  reception  of  infants  of 
mothers  who  were  occupied  on  essential  war  work,  and  up  to  the  31st  March,  1946 
they  were  administered  by  the  Health  Department  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  full  cost  being  reimbursed  to  the  Corporation. 


As  from  the  1st  April,  1946,  the  Corporation  assumed  responsibility  for  the 
organization  of  the  Nurseries,  and  a  percentage  grant  was  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  towards  the  costs  incurred.  This  arrangement  continued  up  to  the  4th  July, 
1948,  but  after  that  date  the  Nurseries  were  administered  under  the  terms  of  Section 
22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  The  Minister  of  Health  informed 
Local  Health  Authorities  that  as  from  the  5th  July  the  daily  charges  for  children 
attending  should  be  based  on  the  cost  of  meals  and  articles  provided,  and  not  on 
the ‘total  expenditure  as  was  previously  the  case  in  Southport.  From  the  5th  July, 
therefore,  it  was  necessary  to  reduce  the  maximum  daily  charge  from  4/2d.  to  l/6d., 
and  in  anticipation  of  the  increased  demand  which  would  then  arise  for  nursery 
accommodation,  15  additional  places  were  provided  at  King  Street  and  10  additional 
places  at  Bedford  Park.

Residential  Nursery — 69  Albert  Road. — The  Nursery  was  opened  in  July, 
1941  and  up  to  the  31st  March,  1946  was  used  to  accommodate  the  children  of 
mothers  who  were  employed  on  war  work  involving  night  shifts,  and  30  beds  were 
provided  for  this  purpose.  On  the  1st  April,  1946,  the  Public  Health  Department 
assumed  full  responsibility  for  the  organization  and  costs  of  the  Nursery  under 
their  normal  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  powers.  The  number  of  beds  was 
reduced  to  18  and  this  accommodation  was  mainly  used  for  the  care  of  infants  of 
mothers  who  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  various  reasons. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  conversion  of  69  Albert  Road  into  a  combined  Day  and  Residential 
Nursery  to  enable  the  King  Street  Day  Nursery  premises  to  be  released  to  the 
Church  Trustees.  This  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Health  Committee  m  Decem¬ 
ber,  1946,  but  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  before  final  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  alterations 
required.  It  was  also  found  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to 
purchase  the  building  to  complete  the  scheme,  and  this  action  was  approved  by  the 
Health  Committee  in  March,  1948.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  it  had  not  been 
possible  to  arrange  for  the  alterations  to  be  commenced  and  the  premises  were 
still  being  used  as  a  Residential  Nursery  for  the  accommodation  of  18  children. 


It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  at  this  time  the  policy  with  regard  to  the 
future  administration  of  Residential  Nurseries  had  not  been  formulated  by  the 
Home  Office  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  it  was  anticipated  that  instructions 
on  this  point  would  be  issued  in  the  New  Year.  As  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  a 
grant  of  50%  was  made  on  the  expenditure  incurred  at  the  Nursery.  The  average 
monthly  attendance  figures  during  1949  are  shown  below : —

Care  of  Premature  Infants. — During  1948,  100  Premature  babies  were 
born  {i.e.  infants  whose  weight  at  birth  was  5^1bs  or  less).  Nine  were  born  in  their 
own  homes — 8  of  these  were  delivered  by  Municipal  Midwives  and  one  by  a  private 
midwife.  Of  the  nine  babies  born  at  home  one  died  during  the  first  24  hours — the 
remaining  eight  progressed  favourably,  quickly  attaining  the  normal  weight,  and 
they  were  alive  and  well  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

91  premature  babies  were  born  either  in  Maternity  Hospitals  or  Nursing 
Homes  in  the  Borough.  Of  these  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  15 — 9  within 
24  hours,  5  within  one  month,  and  one  at  7  weeks  ;  the  latter  was  a  case  of  congenital 
deformity.  The  remaining  76  progressed  satisfactorily. 


The  same  procedure  prevails  as  in  previous  years  re  notification  and  the  super¬ 
vision  of  infants. 


The  decision  as  to  whether  a  premature  infant  can  be  nursed  satisfactorily  in 
its  own  home  lies  with  the  doctor  in  attendance  and  if  he  considers  that  removal 
of  the  infant  to  one  of  the  Maternity  Hospitals  is  advisable,  this  step  is  carried 
out,  the  infant  being  removed  in  a  warmed  cot  available  for  the  purpose.  Special 
cots  are  also  supplied  on  loan  to  mothers  who  are  nursing  their  infants  at  home. 


A  close  liasion  is  maintained  between  the  matrons  of  the  lying-in  hospitals  and 
the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  in  respect  of  premature  births  and  before  such 
an  infant  is  discharged  from  the  Maternity  Hospital,  the  necessary  information  is 
passed  on  to  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  who,  with  her  staff,  accepts  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  care  of  the  child  after  discharge. 


Frequent  visits  are  made  by  the  District  Health  Visitor  undl  the  infant  reaches 
normal  weight  and  after  this  stage  the  usual  routine  visits  are  made  as  in  other  cases. 
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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Babies. — Unmarried  mothers  are 
usually  found  before  the  birth  of  the  child  either  by  the  Health  Visitor  or  Midwife. 
Alternatively  the  mother  may  seek  advice  at  the  Health  Centre.  When  founds 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  girl  to  be  examined  at  the  Central  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
and  a  decision  is  made  as  to  whether  the  confinement  shall  take  place  at  home  or  in 
one  of  the  Maternity  Hospitals  ;  she  continues  to  attend  one  or  other  of  the  Ante- 
Natal  Chncs.  In  some  circumstances  the  girl  cannot  remain  at  home  and  she  is 
then  admitted,  by  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  the  hostel  at  79 
Albert  Road.  She  can  remain  there  for  two  months  prior  to  the  birth  of  the  child 
and  for  two  months  after  this  event. 


The  Committee  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  whereby  a  trained  social  worker  cares  for  the  welfare  of  the  girl  during  and 
after  her  stay  in  the  hostel  or  at  home.  A  grant  of  £100  per  annum  is  paid  by  the 
Health  Committee  to  the  Moral  Welfare  Committee  for  this  concession. 


The  Social  Worker  endeavours  to  assist  the  girl  on  the  following  lines  : — 

(a)  by  assisting  her  to  obtain  an  affiliation  order. 

(b)  by  interviewing  the  girl’s  parents  (with  her  permission)  in  order 
to  try  and  persuade  them  to  make  a  home  for  the  girl  and  her  baby. 

(c)  by  obtaining  a  grant  from  the  Voluntary  Society  for  a  short  period 
until  the  girl  can  manage  for  herself. 

(d)  by  helping  the  mother  to  find  work  and  by  arranging  for  the  care  of 
the  baby  in  a  nursery  or  by  a  foster  mother. 

(e)  by  advising  and  helping  the  mother  to  contact  the  approved  people 
who  deal  with  adoption,  if  adoption  is  desired. 

(f)  by  holding  out  friendship  to  the  girl  and  trying  to  help  her  to  re¬ 
establish  herself. 


A  register  of  all  illegitimate  children  in  the  borough  is  kept  and  this  is  reviewed 
at  regular  intervals  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  her  staff  and  the  Moral 
Welfare  Worker.  In  this  way  the  individual  circumstances  of  each  child  is  examined 
from  time  to  time  and  the  necessary  action  is  taken  to  improve  unsatisfactory 
conditions  where  these  exist.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  a  Supervisor  of  Alid- 
wives,  working  half-time  on  the  district,  and  three  full-time  midwives.  At  that 
time,  however,  one  of  the  district  midwives  referred  to  was  off  sick  and  she  did  not 
return  to  duty  until  June.  The  staff  available  for  the  Service  during  the  year,  there¬ 
fore,  was  2j  midwives  for  the  five  months  period  from  January  to  May  and  3f 
midwives  from  June  to  December.  The  following  table  shows  the  work  done  by

Each  of  these  visits  occupied  the  time  of  the  midwives  for  half-an-hour  to  one 
hour  and  a  half  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  the  date  of  the  confine¬ 
ment.  These  visits  are  much  appreciated  and  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers. 

Up  to  the  5th  July  a  charge  was  made  to  mothers  for  the  attendance  of  the 
Corporation  Midwives,  but  as  from  that  date  the  Service  became  free  in  accordance 
with  Section  23  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946.  A  free  Service  also  applied 
from  that  date  for  all  domicihary  midwifery  cases  who  required  the  services  of  a  medical 
practitioner.  Medical  aid  of  this  kind  was  obtained  by  36  cases  during  the  year. 


MIDWIVES  IN  PRIVATE  PRACTICE 

In  addition  to  the  Municipal  Midwives  18  Midwives  notified  their  intention 
to  practise  on  the  district  during  the  year.  They  attended  67  cases  as  midwives 
and  216  cases  as  maternity  nurses. 

Nine  Midwives  are  qualified  in  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  this  was  administered 
in  26  cases  on  the  district.  In  addition  101  cases  received  analgesics  in  private 
nursing  homes. 

During  the  year  85  visits  were  made  by  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  to  Mid¬ 
wives  in  their  own  homes.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


The  Health  Visiting  Service  continued,  as  in  previous  years,  to  give  general 
care  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  young  children. 

As  from  the  5th  July,  however,  the  scope  of  the  service  was  extended  and 
under  the  terms  of  Section  24  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  Health  Visitors 
are  now  required,  in  addition  to  their  normal  duties,  to  give  advice  to  persons 
sulfering  from  illness  and  to  assist  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infection.

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HOME  NURSING 


Up  to  the  5th  July  this  service  was  provided  by  the  Southport  and  Birkdale 
District  Nursing  Association,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  work  carried  out  by 
this  organization  throughout  the  years  has  proved  of  the  greatest  value  to  the 
community. 


As  from  the  5th  July,  however,  the  onus  was  placed  upon  the  Local  Health 
Authority  to  provide  a  free  Home  Nursing  Service  in  accordance  with  Section  25  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  It  was  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  when  faced 
with  the  problem  the  Local  Health  Authority  decided  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Voluntary  Society  to  continue  this  work  on  their  behalf.  The  Society 
willingly  agreed  to  this,  and  a  Joint  Committee  comprising  representatives  of  the 
Association  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  was  farmed  to  supervise  the  service. 

On  the  5th  July  the  staff  employed  by  the  Voluntary  Association  consisted  of 
9  full-time  and  2  part-time  nurses  for  day  duty  and  one  full-time  nurse  for  night 
work.  Although  it  was  not  possible  at  that  time  to  make  an  accurate  assessment 
of  the  number  of  staff  which  would  ultimately  be  required,  it  was  considered  that 
two  nurses  should  be  available  at  night  and  an  additional  appointment  was,  therefore, 
made  for  this  purpose.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  had  increased  to  a  total  of 
12  full-time  nurses  and  3  part-time  nurses,  and  having  regard  to  the  number  of 
cases  arising  it  is  thought  that  this  complement  should  be  sufficient  for  the  time 
being.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  Local  Health  Authorities 
were  required  to  make  arrangements  with  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  immunisation 
of  persons  against  Diphtheria.  Such  a  service,  however,  had  been  in  operation 
in  Southport  for  many  years,  and  it  was  not  necessary,  therefore,  to  make  any  new 
arrangements  when  the  Act  came  into  force.  Further  information  concerning 
the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  is  contained  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  and 
School  Medical  Sections  of  this  Report. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 

Local  Health  Authorities  were  also  required  under  the  same  Section  to  make 
arrangements  with  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  vaccination  of  persons  against 
Smallpox.  Prior  to  the  5th  July,  1948  the  vaccination  of  Infants  was,  in  certain 
circumstances,  compulsory  and  this  work  was  carried  out  by  two  doctors  in  the  town 
who  had  been  specifically  appointed  for  this  purpose.  On  the  5th  July,  however, 
vaccination  ceased  to  be  compulsory,  and  this  service  is  now  carried  out  by  the 
family  doctors  on  the  same  lines  as  for  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme. 

During  the  year  429  children  were  vaccinated. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  ambulance  work  continued  to  be 
dealt  with  from  the  depot  in  Manchester  Road  and  the  personnel  operating  the 
service  remained  the  same,  viz: —  an  ambulance  officer  and  five  drivers. 

From  the  1st  January  to  the  4th  July,  1948,  the  service  dealt  with  388  cases, 
the  mileage  involved  being  2,296.  Accident  cases  were  removed  free  of  cost  but  a 
small  charge  was  made  for  all  other  types  of  cases  using  the  service. 

Prior  to  the  appointed  day,  i.e.^  the  5th  July,  it  was  necessary  for  the  local 
authority  to  submit  their  proposals  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  provision  of  a 
free  Ambulance  Service  for  the  County  Borough  Area  in  accordance  with  Section  27 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  These  proposals  were  to  the  effect  that 
as  from  the  5th  July  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Ambulance  Service  should 
be  delegated  to  the  Committee  controlling  the  Fire  Service  to  carry  on  this  work 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  It  was  thought  that  in  this  way 
a  considerable  saving  in  expenditure  and  man-power  would  be  achieved. 

These  proposals  were  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  arrangements 
made  continued  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

During  the  earlier  months  of  the  new  service  some  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  replacement  vehicles  of  a  modern  type,  but  this  problem  has  now  been 
overcome.  The  ambulance  work  was  carried  out  in  a  prompt  and  efficient  manner, 
and  reflects  credit  on  all  those  engaged  in  the  service.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS— CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

As  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  Local  Health  Authorities  were  required  under 
Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  to  provide  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  and,  in  addition,  the  Minister  of  Health 
gave  permission  for  a  similar  service  to  be  provided  for  other  types  of  illness  to 
the  extent  that  this  was  considered  necessary  by  Local  Health  Authorities.  The 
work  done  in  this  connection  is  shown  in  the  sections  of  this  report  relating  to  the 
Health  Visiting,  Mental  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Services, 

Under  the  same  section  of  the  Act,  Local  Health  Authorities  were  empowered 
to  provide  sick  room  equipment  for  patients  being  nursed  at  home.  Prior  to  the 
5th  July,  however,  the  Southport  and  Birkdale  District  Nursing  Association  had 
an  arrangement  for  the  loan  of  sick  room  equipment  to  patients  who  were  being 
visited  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  it  was  decided,  therefore,  that  the  Voluntary 
Organization  should  carry  on  this  work  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  scheme  now  applies  to  all  cases  of  illness  while 
being  nursed  at  home,  and  is  not  confined  to  patients  who  are  visited  by  the  District 
Nurses.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  the  loan  of  equipment,  but  the  fee  may  be 
reduced  in  cases  of  financial  hardship. 

During  the  period  from  the  5th  July  to  the  31st  December,  1948,  35  cases 
were  provided  with  sick  room  equipment. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Prior  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  Helps  were  provided  for  maternity  cases  under  the 
normal  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  powers  of  the  Authority,  and  no  specific 
grant  was  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  this  purpose.  In  other  cases  where 
help  was  required  in  the  home  the  service  was  provided  under  the  special  arrange¬ 
ments  authorised  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  a  grant  of  100%  was  paid  to  the 
Corporation  on  the  nett  expenditure  incurred. 

As  from  the  5th  July,  however,  these  services  were  combined  and  the  scheme 
is  now  administered  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 
and  a  grant  of  50%  is  received.  The  following  list  gives  an  indication  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  can  be  provided  : — 

(a)  When  a  person  is  ill. 

(b)  For  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

(c)  For  elderly  persons  who  are  infirm  or  ill. 

(d)  To  households  where  there  is  a  mental  defective  in  the  family  and 

(e)  If  there  are  a  number  of  young  children  in  the  home. 
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The  maximum  charge  for  the  services  of  a  help  is  2/6d.  per  hour,  but  on 
application  being  made  this  fee  may  be  reduced  in  cases  of  financial  hardship. 
All  the  helps  so  far  enrolled  have  been  part-time ;  the  amount  of  time  each  can 
devote  to  the  work  has  varied  according  to  their  own  domestic  circumstances, 
as  many  of  them  are  married  women  with  families. 


This  scheme  is  making  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  general  health 
services  of  the  Borough,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  greatly  appreciated  by  those 
members  of  the  public  who  for  one  reason  or  another  find  it  necessary  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  help.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Prior  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Lancashire  Mental  Hospitals’  Board  was 
responsible  for  providing  hospital  accommodation  in  the  area,  and,  in  addition, 
special  wards  were  available  in  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions  administered  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  reception  of  rate-aided  patients  suffering 
from  mental  disease  when  immediate  admission  was  necessary. 


With  regard  to  domiciliary  cases,  the  supervision  of  Mental  Defectives  was 
carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  by  the  National  Association 
for  Mental  Health,  which  is  a  voluntary  organization,  but  in  general  there  was  very 
little  provision  for  the  after-care  of  other  types  of  mental  cases. 
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As  from  the  5th  July,  however,  when  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came 
into  operation,  the  Lancashire  Mental  Hospitals’  Board  ceased  to  function  and  the 
Minister  of  Health,  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  became  responsible 
for  this  type  of  accommodation  and  also  for  the  Specialist  Services.  At  the  same 
time,  under  Section  5 1  of  the  Act,  the  Local  Health  Authority  acquired  new  duties 
with  regard  to  domiciliary  cases  including  : — 

(a)  The  ascertainment  of  cases  of  mental  ill  health  and  mental  deficiency. 

(b)  The  initial  proceedings  for  obtaining  detention  and  reception  orders  and 
transferring  persons  of  unsound  mind  to  establishments  under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

(c)  The  statutory  supervision  and  after-care  of  mental  defectives  living 
in  the  community. 

(d)  The  supervision  of  occupational  treatment  for  mental  illness. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health  a  Mental  Health 
Services  Sub-Committee  was  formed  and  meetings  were  held  at  intervals  throughout 
the  year  to  enable  the  members  to  consider  the  various  aspects  of  organization  and 
administration  connected  with  the  new  service. 

It  was  decided  that  the  staff  for  the  service  should  be  a  part-time  Medical 
Officer  assisted  by  two  male  and  one  female  Mental  Health  Visitors,  who  would 
also  act  as  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  these  appoint¬ 
ments  had  been  made.  It  was  not  possible  to  provide  office  accommodation  at 
2  Church  Street  for  the  three  Mental  Health  Visitors,  and  as  a  temporary  measure 
arrangements  were  made  for  them  to  work  from  the  old  Public  Assistance  Office 
in  Birch  Street.  It  was  hoped,  however,  that  suitable  accommodation  would  be 
available  at  2  Church  Street  in  the  New  Year. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  the  Service  also  included  the  establishment  of  an 
Occupational  Centre  for  Mental  Defectives,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed 
with  this  scheme  in  1948  due  to  the  inability  to  find  suitable  premises  for  this  purpose. 
It  was  the  intention,  however,  that  the  provision  of  such  a  centre  should  be  dealt 
with  as  soon  as  possible  in  1949.

Water  Supplies. — A  full  account  of  the  sources  and  the  quality  of  the  supply 
was  given  in  the  report  for  1946.  The  purity  of  the  supply  was  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  years  1947  and  1948,  and  bacteriological  examinations  made  at  intervals 
confirmed  this  fact.  The  following  is  the  result  of  a  bacteriological  examination 
of  a  sample  taken  on  21st  April,  1948.

Houses  supplied  from  other  sources  than  the  Town’s  supply : — Eight  houses 
continue  to  be  supplied  from  seven  shallow  wells  adjacent  to  the  premises. 

Public  Baths. — The  Victoria  Baths  near  the  Pier  have  ample  bathing  accom¬ 
modation,  which  in  addition  to  three  open  sea-water  swimming  baths,  comprises 
45  Slipper  baths,  two  “  Zotofoam  ”  and  “  Pine  Bubble  ”  baths,  and  a  suite  of 
Turkish  and  Russian  baths.  The  number  of  bathers  attending  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  March,  1948,  was  165,181. 

The  large  Open-Air  Bathing  Lake  in  Princes  Park  is  available  for  mixed  bathing, 
and  has  a  water  surface  area  of  over  55,000  square  feet. 


The  sea  water  supplied  to  these  baths  is  so  treated  by  filtration  and  chlorination 
that  the  bath  water  proves  to  be  of  exceptional  purity.

Drainage. — Complaints  regarding  defects  in  the  drainage  systems  of  houses 
were  received,  and  the  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  were  supervised.  In  all 
four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  complaints  were  received. 

Household  Refuse. — The  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department. 

Shops. — The  administration  of  the  Shops  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department.  Defects  under  Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
have  been  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Department,  and  have  been  dealt  with. 

Schools. — The  regular  inspection  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  schools 
have  continued,  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  well  maintained. 

Hostel. — One  common  lodging  house  exists  in  the  Borough,  and  has  been  the 
subject  of  frequent  visits.  The  conditions  under  which  this  house  is  conducted 
have  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory.

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Smoke  Abatement. — Fifty-two  observations  were  made  during  the  yeatj 
and  in  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  a  smoke  nuisance. 


Pest  Control. — Vermin  (other  than  rodents).  The  department  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  to  assist  and  advise  on  the  control  of  insect  pests.  The  measures 
employed  included  spraying  with  insectides,  and  the  use  of  powder  insecticides. 
Both  types  of  insecticide  used  contained  D.D.T.  as  a  basis. 

Rodents. — The  rodent  control  service  started  in  March,  1944,  as  a  result  of  the 
Infestation  Order,  1943,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  There  is  one 
operator,  and  it  has  only  been  possible  for  this  man  to  cover  the  borough  by  using 
motor  transport.  His  services  are  available  on  application  by  the  occupiers  of  in¬ 
fested  premises,  and  it  should  be  realised  by  all  concerned  that  the  occupiers  of 
premises  are  themselves  responsible  for  keeping  their  buildings  and  land  free  from 
infestation  by  rodents. 


An  interesting  feature  was  the  reported  infestation  of  eight  properties  by 
rabbits.  The  operator  was  able  to  arrange  for  the  premises  concerned  to  be  cleared, 
and  the  work  was  done  under  his  supervision.

FOOD  SAMPLING 


Three  hundred  and  thirty-five  samples  of  1 1 1  varieties  of  food  were  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  results  showed  that  317  were  genuine  and  18  were  adulterated  or  otherwise 
giving  rise  to  irregularity ;  the  latter  included  two  formal  and  16  informal  samples. 

All  the  samples  certified  as  not  genuine  were  followed  up,  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken.  Full  details  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  until 
29th  February,  1948,  after  which  date  particulars  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food  [Order  in  Council  entitled  the  Transfer  of  Functions  (Food  and  Drugs) 
Order,  1948,  made  under  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  (Transfer  of  Functions)  Act, 
1946.  The  Order  came  into  force  on  the  1st  March,  1948.]

MILK 

Production  and  Distribution. — On  the  Register  are  the  names  of  75  dairy¬ 
men,  which  also  include  20  of  the  31  cowkeepers  recorded. 

Purity. — The  Department’s  efforts  to  maintain  a  clean  milk  supply  have 
continued. 

As  regards  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  212  specimens  were  procured 
including  14  from  local  producers  and  198  from  purveyors  who  obtain  their  supplies 
from  sources  outside  the  Borough.  The  bacteriologist  reported  that  three  specimens 
had  been  found  to  be  tuberculous.  The  necessary  action  was  taken,  and  two  of  the 
animals  concerned  were  slaughtered.  The  other  animal  was  not  traced  (presumably 
it  had  been  slaughtered  in  the  period  between  the  date  the  specimen  was  obtained 
and  when  the  result  of  the  examination  became  known). 

The  number  of  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  was  171,  of  which  four 
were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  adulterated  or  otherwise  giving  rise  to 
irregularity.  Details  of  the  four  are  given  in  the  above  table.

Veterinary  Service. — All  notifications  are  followed  up  by  the  Department, 
and  an  Inspector  visits  the  places  concerned  in  order  to  prevent  any  infected  milk 
being  used  for  human  consumption. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  imposes  upon  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  working 
under  the  direct  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the 
duties  of  deahng  with  any  bovine  animal  which  is,  or  is  suspected  to  be,  affected 
with  tuberculosis. 
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During  the  year,  488  clinical  examinations  were  made  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspectors,  with  the  following  results  regarding  bovine  animals  : —

The  condemnations  of  whole  carcases  shown  in  the  above  table  were  due  to  tuberculosis 
(twenty-three),  oedema  (two),  pneumonia  (four),  septicaemia  (two),  nephritis  (one),  peritonitis 
(two),  dropsy  (one),  fevered  (one),  injury  (one),  decomposition(one),  and  moribund  (eleven). 
All  the  animals,  except  four,  were  brought  into  the  abattoirs  from  outside  the  Borough. 
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HYGIENE  OF  CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Efforts  to  secure  improved  hygienic  conditions  in  the  cafes  and  restaurants 
in  the  town  were  continued  during  the  period  under  review. 

It  can  again  be  stated  that  the  trade  co-operated  well  and  that  good  results 
were  obtained  from  the  steps  taken  by  caterers  on  the  advice  of  the  inspectors. 
There  is,  however,  room  for  further  improvement  if  an  overall  high  standard  of 
hygiene  is  to  be  achieved  by  the  industry.

During  the  seven  years 
from  1937  to  1943  the  aver¬ 
age  number  of  notifications 
was  115  and  the  average 
number  of  deaths  during 
this  seven  year  period  was 
4.57. 


One  point  should  be 
mentioned  that  during  the 
past  five  years  greater  care 
has  been  possible  in  the 
acceptance  of  a  case  as  one 
of  Diphtheria  and  the  figures 
in  the  previous  years  will 
include  a  small  number  of 
cases  which  in  the  later  years 
would  not  have  been  accepted.

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Diphtheria. — Only  one  case  ot  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year  and 
the  patient  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  child  population  protected  against  the  disease  was  : — 


Under  5  years  of  age  .  55.71% 

Ages  5  to  15  years  .  93.1% 


During  the  twelve  months  1162  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  immunised  and 
146  from  5  to  15  years  of  age,  a  total  of  1308.  In  addition  614  children  were  given 
“  reinforcing  ”  injections  during  the  year. 

The  state  of  Immunisation  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  : — 


Under  5  years  of  age  .  62.52% 

Ages  5  to  15  years  .  91.64% 


Scarlet  Fever. — 210  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  of  these  95  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  disease  continued  to  be  mild  in  type  and 
only  those  cases  which  could  not  be  satisfactorily  isolated  or  nursed  at  home  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  The  value  of  penicillin  and  the  sulphonamide  group  of  drugs 
in  the  treatment  of  complications  was  again  very  striking  although  it  is  still  the 
opinion  of  the  medical  staff  that  antitoxin  should  be  given  as  a  routine  in  all  cases. 

Chicken  Pox. — 506  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  234  in  the  previous 
year.  Twelve  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  under  circumstances  which  did  not 
allow  for  adequate  isolation  at  home. 

Dysentery. — Three  cases  were  notified  and  all  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Erysipelas. — 33  cases  were  notified  but  only  one  required  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital.  The  good  response  to  treatment  by  the  use  of  the  sulphonamide  group 
of  drugs  accounts  for  the  lessened  need  for  hospital  treatment. 

Measles. — The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  788  as  compared 
with  1,000  in  1947.  Twenty  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  either  on  account 
of  the  severity  of  the  disease  or  lack  of  facilities  for  isolation  at  home.  One  death 
occurred  which  was  ascribable  to  this  disease. 

German  Measles. — 161  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  462  in  the 
previous  year.  Two  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. — 457  cases  were  notified  and  seven  of  these  were  admitted 
to  hospital.  One  death  which  was  due  to  this  complaint  occurred  during  the  year. 

Pneumonia. — 81  cases  were  notified  to  the  department. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  and  Polio-Encephalitis. — Three  cases  were 
notified  all  of  whom  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

During  1948  no  notifications  were  received  of  the  following  diseases  : — 

Undulant  Fever,  Ophthalmic  Neonatorum,  Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Enteric  Fever,  or  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis.

The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
department  during  the  year  was  68. 

Of  these  cases,  51  were  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Disease.  The  age  and  sex 
of  these  patients  are  shown  in  the  table  above.  The  second  half  of  this  table  gives 
similar  information  regarding  the  persons  who  died  of  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  : — 

(a)  Tuberculosis  of  Bones  and  Joints. — Six  cases  were  notified  and  received 
treatment  as  follows  : — 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine.  Two  cases.  One  treated  at  the  Royal 
Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  and  one  at  Leasowe. 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Hip.  Two  cases.  One  treated  at  Heswell  and  one 
at  Leasowe. 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Pelvis.  One  case  treated  at  the  Dispensary. 

Tuberculosis  of  the  Shoulder.  One  case  treated  at  Wrightington 
Hospital. 

(b)  Tuberculous  Peritonitis. — One  case  treated  at  Wrightington  Hospital. 

(c)  Tuberculous  Adenitis. — Cervical  glands  8.  Seven  of  these  cases  were 
treated  at  the  Southport  Infirmary  and  one  received  treatment  at  the  Dispensary. 

(d)  Tuberculosis  of  Other  Organs. — Two  notifications.  One  patient 
received  treatment  at  the  Southport  Infirmary  and  one  at  the  Dispensary. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  Of  the  68  new  cases  notified  in  the  year,  90% 
were  examined  at  the  Dispensary.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  Dispensary  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  347  and  of  this  number  153  were  found  to  have  sputum 
containing  tubercle  bacilli. 
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Contacts. — Persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Phthisis  made 
161  attendances  at  the  Contact  Clinics. 


New  Hall  Sanatorium. — On  the  31st  December,  1947,  there  were  35  patients 
in  the  Sanatorium  and  during  1948  37  new  cases  were  admitted,  making  a  total 
of  72.  The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  admissions  and  discharges  during 
the  year  : —

Artificial  Pneumothorax. — Twenty-three  new  cases  were  treated  by  this 
method  during  the  year,  and  the  total  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  91. 


Phrenic  Crush. — Two  Phrenic  Crush  operations  were  performed  during  the 
year,  one  by  Mr.  Ronald  Edwards  and  one  by  Mr.  Bickford. 


Thoracoscopy. — There  were  9  Thoracoscopies  performed  during  the  year. 
Six  of  these  were  done  by  Mr.  Edwards  and  three  by  Mr.  Bickford. 

X-ray  Examinations.  During  the  year  1,458  X-ray  examinations  were 
made,  480  in  respect  of  patients  in  the  Sanatorium,  and  978  in  respect  of  patients 
sent  from  the  Dispensary  or  the  Contact  Clinic. 


Laboratory.  The  number  of  sputum  speciments  examined  during  the  year 
was  576,  of  which  68  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 


Financial  Allowances. — Up  to  the  4th  July,  1948,  the  system  whereby 
pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases  received  weekly  financial  allowances  was 
continued  as  in  previous  years.  During  this  period  57  patients  and  their  families 
were  dealt  with  and  the  total  assistance  received  by  them  under  the  scheme  was 
On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Local  Assistance  Office  became  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  such  allowances  and  under  the  terms  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  many  patients  qualified  for  allowances  at  rates  higher  than  those  previously 
paid  under  the  old  scheme. 


Care  and  After-Care. — The  work  of  the  Voluntary  Tuberculosis  Care  Com¬ 
mittee  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  during  1948  extra  allowances,  clothing 
and  other  necessities  to  the  value  of  £157  were  provided  to  patients  and  their 
families.  The  Christmas  Seal  Sale  resulted  in  the  addition  of  £190  to  the  funds 
of  the  Committee. 


When  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  5th  July 
local  authorities  were  required  to  provide  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  the  Council  decided  that  this  work  should  be  done 
by  the  voluntary  organisation  on  their  behalf.  It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  as 
from  the  same  date  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  became  responsible  for 
the  organisation  and  administration  of  the  tuberculosis  clinics.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  include  : — 

(i)  Routine  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  a  school  or  county- 
college  maintained  by  the  Local  Education  Authority. 

(ii)  Medical  Examination  of  children  over  2  years  of  age  to  ascertain  whether 
they  require  special  educational  treatment  on  account  of  disability  of  mind  or  body. 

(iii)  The  maintenance  of  an  adequate  health  service  to  ensure  medical  treat¬ 
ment  for  pupils  in  attendance  at  a  school  or  county  college  maintained  by  the 
Local  Authority. 


Routine  Medical  Inspection. — Arrangements  for  medical  inspection  of 
children  are  that : — 

(a)  Every  pupil  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  a  maintained  school  is 
inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after  admission. 

(bl  Every  pupil  attending  a  maintained  primary  school  is  inspected  during 
the  last  year  of  his  attendance  at  that  school. 

(c)  Every  pupil  attending  a  maintained  secondary  school  is  inspected 
during  the  last  year  of  his  attendance  at  such  a  school. 


This  ensures  that  children  are  seen  on  an  average  three  times  during  their 
school  life. 


The  system  observed  in  previous  years  was  adhered  to  and  in  the  schools 
covered  during  the  year  all  school  “  Entrants  ”  and  “  Leavers  ”  were  medically 
examined.  All  the  children  in  the  schools  were  examined  by  the  school  nurse 
prior  to  the  visit  of  the  Medical  Officer.  In  this  way  children  who  seemed  to  require 
special  attention,  but  who  did  not  fall  within  the  two  prescribed  groups,  were 
included  in  the  medical  examination.  The  number  of  special  medical  examinations 
made  in  the  schools  at  the  time  of  the  routine  inspection  was  986. 

The  Senior  Schools,  King  George  V  for  Boys  and  the  High  School  for  Girls 
were  visited,  and  the  “  Leaver  ”  group  of  children  were  examined  in  each  case. 


“  Entrants  ”  to  the  Technical  College  were  examined,  prior  to  admission,  at 
the  School  Medical  Department.

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Attendance  at  Examination. — The  parent  of  each  child  is  notified  of  the 
time  and  place  of  Medical  Inspections.  Each  year  we  hope  that  the  numbers  of 
parents  who  are  present  at  the  examination  will  increase.  This  year  there  is  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  two  of  the  Groups,  Primary  Entrants  and  Leavers, 
but  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  attending  at  the  examination  in  the  Secondary  and 
Grammar  Schools.  The  percentage  attendance  is  given  below  compared  with  that 
of  1938  and  last  year.

It  is  at  the  last  inspection  that  we  are  particularly  anxious  that  parents  should 
attend,  as  it  gives  an  opportunity  for  future  employment  to  be  discussed. 


Refusal  of  Examination. — It  is  not  yet  clearly  understood  by  some  of  the 
parents  of  the  children  attending  the  Local  Authority’s  Schools  that  under  Section  48 
of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  there  is  a  duty  imposed  upon  them  to  present  their 
child  for  examination  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection.  In  consequence,  a  small 
number  of  parents  refused  to  carry  out  this  obligation  until  the  position  was  explained 
to  them.  In  12  instances  this  occurred,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  proceedings 
in  regard  to  any  cases,  for  after  explanation  the  parents  agreed  to  the  examination. 


Findings  at  Routine  Inspections 

Nutrition. — At  the  Routine  Inspection,  the  children  are  weighed  and  measured 
and  this,  along  with  the  clinical  findings,  give  an  assessment  of  the  nutritional  state. 
It  is  difficult  to  compare  this  with  former  years,  as  the  classification  of  such  standards 
has  been  changed  to  comply  with  National  Standards  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Education.

Some  children  are  provided  with  free  meals.  The  families  to  which  the  children 
belong  are  usually  suffering  some  hardship,  such  as  illness  or  unemployment,  and 
there  is  a  danger  of  mal-nutrition  of  the  family.  Free  meals  are  recommended  in 
such  cases  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  supplied  after  investigation  of  the  family 
circumstances.  In  1948  free  meals  were  supplied  to  586  children.

Clothing  and  Footwear — 

There  is  a  steady  improvement  in  the  footwear  of  the  children,  and  it  is  most 
unusual  to  find  children  with  unsatisfactory  footwear,  only  0.08%  being  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory. 

It  is  also  unusual  to  find  a  child  poorly  clad. 

The  campaign  for  clean  heads  and  bodies  continues  to  show  results,  although 
greater  improvement  is  still  hoped  for  among  the  senior  school  girls.

During  the  school  year  the  school  nurses  paid  an  average  of  7.3  visits  of  inspec¬ 
tions  per  school.  They  made  6,207  primary  inspections  and  15,215  re-inspections 
of  children  from  families  where  re-infestation  was  likely  to  occur.  280  children 
were  excluded  during  the  year  for  uncleanliness  of  the  head.

Vaccination. — Of  the  2,633  children  examined  at  the  Routine  Medical 
Inspection  in  school  only  29.6%  were  found  to  be  vaccinated. 

Immunisation. — The  numbers  of  children  immunised  continues  to  rise  to 
a  figure  of  91.6%  of  the  children  attending  the  maintained  schools.  When  a 
comparision  with  last  year’s  figures  is  made  it  is  found  that  although  a  few  schools 
show  greatly  improved  figures  a  number  of  schools  show  a  slight  fall  in  the  numbers 
immunised.  It  is  hoped  that  all  figures  will  show  a  rise  by  next  year.  It  is  also 
advised  that  a  reinforcing  dose  is  given  4-5  years  after  the  primary  inoculation,  i.e.^ 
usually  when  the  child  is  5  years  old,  and  again  at  11  years.

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In  t±ie  1944  Education  Act  it  is  stressed  that  special  types  of  education  should 
be  available  for  those  cliildren  who,  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental  defect,  cannot 
benefit  from  education  in  an  ordinary  school.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  such 
facilities  available  for  Southport  children.  For  some  of  the  children,  i.e.  those 
with  defective  speech,  the  provision  of  a  special  teacher  would  solve  the  difficulty. 
For  the  others,  the  provision  of  special  education  is  almost  impossible  as  most  residen¬ 
tial  special  schools  are  full  and  have  long  waiting  fists.

Nurses’  Treatment  Clinic. — The  Scheme  inaugurated  in  1945,  is  still 
followed.  Children  who  are  absent  from  school  and  children  from  junior  schools 
attend  for  treatment  in  the  morning,  while  older  children  come  in  the  afternoon. 
By  this  method  much  loss  of  school  time  is  avoided  and  also  the  time  spent  in  clinic 
by  parents  accompanying  children  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 


Minor  Ailment  Clinic. — This  clinic  continues  to  be  well  attended  and  in  the 
winter  months  tends  to  be  too  busy.  Two  medical  ofl&cers  are  in  attendance  but, 
in  spite  of  this,  there  are  complaints  from  parents  because  of  the  long  time  they 
have  to  wait  before  being  seen. 


In  addition  to  minor  ailments,  the  clinic  is  used  as  an  inspection  centre  for 
children  who  must  be  directed  to  more  specialised  treatment.  Cases  which  have 
been  seen  at  Routine  Inspection  must  often  be  followed  up  for  some  months. 
These  are  supervised  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  along  with  certain  other  classes 
of  handicapped  children.  In  1948  3,008  children  attended  this  clinic ;  121  cases 
were  referred  to  Southport  Infirmary  for  the  opinion  of  a  specialist  and  10  to  Royal 
Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital. 


Skin  Clinic. — One  specialist  clinic  is  held  each  week  with  a  dermatologist 
in  attendance.  A  great  variety  of  skin  diseases  are  seen  here — 41  children  and 
12  adults  were  notified  as  suffering  from  scabies.  This  is  a  reduction  on  last  year’s 
figures.  16  children  were  admitted  to  the  Skin  Department  at  the  Infirmary  from 
this  clinic.

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Eye  Clinic. — 70  clinics  were  held  throughout  the  year.  Mr.  Rankine  was 
appointed  as  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  the  School  Service  and  began  clinics  on  the . 
7th  September,  1948.  Throughout  the  year  196  new  cases  were  seen  and  268  came 
for  revision  of  their  glasses  and  other  supervision. 

32  cases  requiring  further  treatment  were  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon 
at  Southport  Infirmary. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. — On  the  6th  April,  1948,  Mr.  Tracy  Forster 
was  appointed  as  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  Specialist  in  succession  to  Dr.  McDougall 
who  had  attended  clinics  for  nine  years.  Children  suffering  from  defects  of  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  are  referred  to  the  Specialist  Clinic  and  any  operative  treatment  is 
carried  out  at  the  Southport  Infirmary.  During  this  year  480  children  attended 
for  the  first  time,  81  cases  from  previous  years  and  32  children  under  school  age 
were  also  seen.  In  233  cases  operations  were  performed  for  diseased  tonsils  and 
adenoids.  Other  cases  included  Otitis  Media,  Defective  Hearing  and  other  defects. 

Courses  of  diastolisation  were  given  at  the  nasal  clinic,  66  children  attended 
for  this.  In  many  cases  of  nasal  catarrh,  nasal  insufficiency  and  mouth  breathing, 
great  benefit  has  been  obtained  from  this  treatment. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  . — Clinics  are  held  in  the  mornings  for  school- 
children  and  in  the  afternoon  for  children  under  5  years  old.  98  school-children  atten¬ 
ded  this  clinic  with  a  total  of  1,269  attendances.  60  children  under  school  age  were 
also  treated.  Conditions  which  have  responded  to  this  treatment  include  tubercu¬ 
lous  glands,  bronchitis,  general  debility,  rachitic  conditions,  catarrhal  defects  and 
some  skin  complaints. 

'  Total  attendances  at  the  clinic  were  2,284. 


TREATMENT  OF  OTHER  CONDITIONS 

Orthopaedic  Conditions. — There  is  no  change  in  the  procedure  during 
this  year.  30  new  cases  were  sent  to  the  Southport  Infirmary  for  the  advice  and 
treatment  of  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist.  Many  early  orthopaedic  defects  at 
present  remain  untreated  mainly  because  of  the  lack  of  a  specially  trained  orthopaedic 
nurse  who  would  supervise  remedial  exercises  and  follow  up  cases. 

Tuberculosis. — Thirteen  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  school  children  occurred 
in  1948.  Conditions  notified  were  as  follows  : — 

Pulmonary  .  3  Cervical  Glands  .  7 

Hip  .  2  Abdomen  .  1 

School  children  who  may  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  seen  at  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  dispensary  and  if  hospital  treatment  is  required  they  are  admitted  to  New 
Hall  Sanatorium.  The  more  serious  gland  cases  and  cases  of  bone  and  joint  disease 
have  to  be  admitted  to  special  hospital  schools  in  other  areas. 

Delicate  Children. — This  is  a  group  which  is  at  present  neglected.  There 
are  about  40  children  suffering  from  asthma,  bronchiectasis,  chronic  bronchitis, 
rheumatism,  etc.,  who  do  not  respond  well  to  ordinary  school  life.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  find  accommodation  for  these  children  in  residential  hospital  schools. 
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Infectious  Diseases. — There  was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles, 
rubella  and  whooping  cough,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  chicken  pox.  Notifications  were  as  follows  with  figures  for  1947  for

Sub-section  (3). — If,  after  considering  the  advice  given  with  respect  to  any 
child  by  a  medical  officer  in  consequence  of  any  such  medical  examination  as  afore¬ 
said  and  any  reports  or  information  which  the  local  education  authority  are  able  to 
obtain  from  teachers  or  other  persons  with  respect  to  the  ability  and  aptitude  of 
the  child,  the  authority  decide  that  the  child  is  suffering  from  a  disability  of  mind 
of  such  a  nature  or  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  him  incapable  of  receiving  education 
at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  authority  to  issue  to  the  local  authority  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  a  report  that  the  child  has  been  found 
incapable  of  receiving  education  at  school.  Provided  that,  before  issuing  such  a 
report  with  respect  to  any  child,  the  local  education  authority  shall  give  to  the  parent 
of  the  child  not  less  than  14  days’  notice  in  writing  of  their  intention  to  do  so,  and 
if  within  that  period  the  parent  refers  to  the  Minister  the  question  whether  such  a 
report  should  be  issued,  the  report  shall  not  be  issued  except  by  direction  of  the 
Minister. 

Sub-section  (5). — If  the  local  education  authority  are  satisfied  that  any  child 
in  attendance  at  a  school  maintained  by  them  or  at  any  special  school  not  so  main¬ 
tained  is  suffering  from  a  disability  of  mind  of  such  a  nature  or  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  will,  in  their  opinion,  require  supervision  after  leaving  school,  the  authority 
shall  before  the  child  ceases  to  be  of  compulsory  school  age  issue  to  the  local  authority 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Medical  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  and  to  the  parent  of  the  child, 
a  report  that  by  reason  of  a  disability  of  mind  the  child  may  require  supervision 
after  leaving  school.
